Fire Season I 

Over; Trails | 
Open Again

Only Areas Adjacent to | 
Army I*osts Near Forest.s , 
Remain Closed to Hikers 

The war emergency closure of 
Southern California fore.st are is 
has been removed with the offi¬ 
cial ending of the fire season on 
December 14. All trails in the 
Angelus Forest affecte i by the 
closure are now open to the pub¬ 
lic 'and people may hike where 
they wish, according to Harry D. 
Grace, district ranger .at the 
Santa Anita Ranger station. 

Any part of the forest is open S 
for hiking now except .strategic I 
points around storage dams ano J 
Army posts. While the past fire j 
.sea.son w.as taid in many other 
areas, where thousands of acres t 
were burned over by fire and i 
valuable water-sheds thr.-’atened 
or destroyed, this section was i 
fortunate in e.scaplng with little; 
damage, Mr. Grace says. 1 

Helping to eliminate much of ] 
the fire hazard here. Fqresf Ser 
vice Patrolman William Driggs , 
and Fire Marshal William I^ees 
inspected some 600 incinerators ! 
in Sierra Madre flnd vicinity and | 
issued 200 burning permits for 
disposal of rubbish. 

The Fore.st Fire Fighters Ser¬ 
vice also cooperated most effec¬ 
tively during the sea.son Just 
clo.sed These volunteers, under 
the leadership of Art Udell, have 
eliminated many fire hazards by 
acting in the capacity of fire 
fighters, fire crew leaders, and 
as emergency patrolmen. 

Although the fire sea.son has 
ended, burning pcrniiLs will still 
be required In Sierra Madre and 
other foothill communities and 
may be obtained here from Wil¬ 
liam Lee.s ai the city hall.

31 States from January through 
September of 1943 declined ap.
